DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


During  the  year,  the  main  reconstruction  at  the  sewers 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  other  parts  was  commenced  and 
completed o  This  affected  all  the  properties  on  the  North 

side  of  High  Street,  a  consider  able  number  at  properties  on 
bath  sides  of  Salisbury  Street,  those  at  the  West  end  of 
Bell  Street,  the  majority  of  Tan, yard  Lane  and  H&irnes  Lane 
and  the  whole  of  Blake  Street,  •■Involving  not  only  the  con¬ 
struction  ©f  new  sewers  hut  also  'the  relaying  and.  improve- 
mej.it  of  drainage  of  properties  and  their  connection  to  the 
new  sewer  „ 
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This  major  improvement  in.  the  general  sewerage  of  the 
town  has  remedied  many  old  and  leaking  sewers,  and  has  had 
the  effect  of  increasing  the  sewage  discharge  at  the  sewer 
outfall  points 9  and  may  wall  have  doubled  the  quantity  of 
effluent  at  the  Holyrood  Farm  outfalls,,  This  has  also 
been  increased  by  the  diversion  of  the  whole  of  the  sewage 
from  the  G-rosvenor  Road  area  from  Paynes  Place  through  the 
town  to  Holyrood  Farm* 

This  has  had  the  beneficial  effect  of  almost  complet¬ 
ely  remedying  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  disposal 
points  at  Paynes  Place  Farm,, 

The  antiquated  method  of  crude  irrigation  of  pasture 
land  with  untreated  sewage  remains  at  Holyrood  Farm  with 
gross  pollution  of  the  water  course  into  which  it  finds 
its  wa jo  It  i.s  of  some  surprise,  that  this  method  of' 

sewage  disposal  has  not  given  rise  to  more  nuisance  than 
has,  in  fact,  been  caused 0 

The  Long  Cross  area  shows  no  improvement  and  dis¬ 
cussions  are  likely  to  take  place  with  the  Council “s 
Consulting  Engineers  with  a  view  to  reviewing  the  long 
standing  proposals,  and.  it  is  hoped  that  a  revised  scheme 
may  result  in  order  to  bring  about  an  improve® ait  in 
existing  conditions * 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


There  is  no  improvement  in  the  refuse  disposal 
arrangementso  In  fact,  these  are  deteriorating  due  to 
the  increased  amount  of  refuse  having  to  be  collected* 
Refuse  collection  is  now  being  carried  into  the  third 
Hay,  particularly  as  a  few  premises  now  have  twice  weekly 
collections*  The  discontinuance  of  waste  paper  collec¬ 
tion  in  the  town  by  the  Shaf  tesbury  Rural  District  Council 
has  resulted  in  more  refuse  being  collected  from  shops* 
Even  with  the  unsatisfactory  kerbside  collection,  it  is 
becoming  more  difficult  to  complete  Hie  collection,  in  the 
time  allotted* 

The  covering  of  refuse  at  the  tip  has  been  helped 
during  the  past  year  by  the  amount  of  soil  available  from 
the  excavations  of  the  sewer  contract  and  the  increased 
amount  of  housing  estate  development,  but  it  has  also  had 
the  effect  of  accelerating  the  build.- up  of  the  mount  of 
refuse  at  Salisbury  Road*  This  mount  has  reached  such 
proportions  that  it  should  be  closed  and  levelled  off 
and  another  tipping  area  found,  otherwise  the  unsightly 
approach  to  the  town  from  the  East  is  going  to  get  worse 
each  year*

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Until  a  co-ordinated  policy  can  be  worked  out  between 
the  Housing  and.  Public  Health  Committees  there  is  little 
chance  of  coming  to  grips  realistically  with  rhe  problem  of 
substandard  houses  in  the  area.  While  persons  continue 
to  occupy  sub-standard  houses  some  twelve  year's  after'  they 
have  been  condemned  by  the  Local  Authority,  very  little 
headway  can  be  made  in  tackling  further  substandard  houses# 

In  some  cases,  this  has  been  off-set  by  private  action,, 
aided  by  Improvement  Grants,  whereby  a  few  houses*  ^hich  may 
have  deteriorated  to  or  reached  the  sub-standard  stage,  have 
been  brought  back  into  use  on  modern  standards#  This  has 
been  amply  illustrated  in  the  St#  James0 s  Street  area  where 
the  report  of  1950  showed  fifty  two  per  cent  sub- standard, 
and  where  by  means  of  Clearance  Areas,  Improvement  Grants 
and  private  improvement  by  owner  occupiers,  the  percentage 
i3  nearer  ten  per  cent#  This  is  still  too  high. 

The  upsurge  in  private  development  of  new  houses  con¬ 
tinues,  twenty  being  occupied  in  19&2  against  the  post-war 
average  of  6,  There  is  evidence  that  this  is  likely  t© 
continue  for  the  next  two  or  three  years  by  reason  of  the 
houses  under  construction  and  the  number  of  fresh  areas  of 
land  cleared  for  building  purpose s 0  These  houses,  however, 

are  not  likely,  under  present  c audit ions ,  to  make  material 
impact  on  the  Council  house  waiting  list#
